Amendment to Liquor Cen- 
trol Act Defeated by Ma- 
jority of 34 to 17. 


CABINET MEMBERS | 
OPPOSE MEASURE. 


Several Back-Benchers in the 
Farmer Ranks Favor Pro- 
posed Change. 


The legislature last night defeated 
by a vote of 34 to 17 an amendment 
to the liquor control bill providing for 
the sale of benr by hotels tn bottles to 
be carried away, and consumed in 
the residence of the purchaser in 
the same way as when purchased 
from the liquor warehouses. 

The main points of contention 
were: 


1. That there ts discrimination to- 
ward people living in rural districts 
where there are no licensed liquor 
warehouses under the present sys- 
fem 

2. Whether the government wcuid 
or would not, lose in a measure the 
control of the sale of beer under the 
proposed changes. 

The demands for the change had 
been made by petition to members 
from people in all walks of life. Sev- 
eral of the members stated that they 
had been presented with requests 
that the proposed changes be put 
into effect. All of the supporters of 
the amendment who spoke on the 
question denied the charge that the 
request had come from the hotel- 
men. 

The amendment was backed in a 
very heated debate by members on 
both side of the house, many of the 
back benchers on the government 
side supporting the proposal in op- 
position to Attorney General J. FE. 
Brownlee, who stubbornly held out 
for a continuance of the present sys- 


tem. The cabinet ministers all sup- 
ported the Attorney General. The 
Hon. Chas, Mitchell, leader of the 


opposition, also opposed the amend- 
ment and was supported in this by 
two or three of the Libera! members.
